Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The prior art documents submitted by applicant in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed on 8/18/2008 have all been considered and made of record (note the 
attached copy of form PTO - 1449). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 241-243, and 272-285 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lawandy (5,604,635). 

Regarding claim 241 , Lawandy discloses (refer to figure 1) a microlens (10) 
formed in a doped glass (i.e., si02 ) having at least one metallic component other than 
copper, the microlens being formed in doped glass by local radiation of a continuous 
wave laser beam, selected so as to melt a portion of doped glass, thereby to form the 
microlens (column 3, lines 25-50). 
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Regarding claim 242, Lawandy discloses, wherein at least one metallic 
component forms a plurality of crystallites surrounding the microlens (column 2, lines 
25-35). 

Regarding claim 243, Lawandy discloses a microlens formed in a doped glass 
having at least one metallic component other than copper, the microlens is transparent 
to light having a wavelength from about 350 nanometers to about 2 micrometers 
(column 2, lines 35-45). 

Regarding claim 272, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises silver (column 3, line 31). 

Regarding claim 273, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises gold (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 274, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises nickel (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 275, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises ferrum (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 276, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises cerium (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 277, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises platinum (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 
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Regarding claim 278, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises silver (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 279, Lawandy discloses, wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises gold (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 280, Lawandy discloses, wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises nickel (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 281 , Lawandy discloses, wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises ferrum (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 282, Lawandy discloses wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises cerium (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

283. (New) The microlens of claim 243, wherein said at least one metallic 
component comprises platinum (coulm 3, lines 25-50). 

Regarding claim 284, Lawandy discloses, the microlens is transparent to light 
having any wavelength from about 400 nanometers to about 2 micrometers (column 2, 
lines 35-45). 

Regarding claim 285, Lawandy discloses, wherein said metal-doped glass 
comprises silver (column 3, line 31 ).
